School 
District—Sunday 
Evening 
Church Service Devoted to School 
Topics—Additional 
Teachers. 


Over 
one t h o u s a n d 
children 
laid 
aside the pleasures and recrentions of 
vacation 
time 
last 
Monday 
morning, 
a n d filled t h e various school buildings of 
the Covina union high school 
district. 
Tho desk-filled 
rooms t h a t 
have 
been 
l y i n g idle for t h r e e months with scarce­ 
ly an echo to break the silence, sprang 
immediately t o life as the scene of earn­ 
est cnodavov. 


The Covina union high school was n 
pla*cc of unusual activity, occasioned by 
t h e largest opening registration in t h e 
history of t h e institution. 
T h e first 
dfty's 
enrollment 
totaled 
200, which 
would 
indicate 
t h a t t h o registration 
t h a t will result when all the students 
enter will be up to 250. Never 
before 
h a s t h e high school opened with 
over 
2 0 0 ' s t u d e n t s . T h e six g r a m m a r schools 
i n "the district h a d a first d a y ' s 
regis­ 
t r a t i o n of 828. 


The large high school enrollment a n d 
the extended curriculum t h a t is offered 
h a v e k e p t Supervising P r i n c i p a l Dr. B . 
S. Gowen a n d his corps of teachers busy 
g e t t i n g courses outlined a n d t h e ma­ 
chinery of t h e classrooms into 
opera­ 
tion. Tho opening morning was t h e oc­ 
casion for a general'assembly of all the 
former u n d e r g r a d u a t e s a n d the 68 new 
e n t r a n t s i n - t h e auditorium.

E d w a r d s , principal of t h e Covina gram­ 
mar schools, a n d tho Rev. Mr. Foreman, 
pastor of tho church. 
Tho people show­ 
ed their 
interest in the occasion by 
t u r n i n g out in large 
numbers,

Tho talks were on different 
phases 
of the same subject and fit together as 
perfectly as if they had been

spoke in a general w a y of the value 
of the church a n d the school to the 
world as a whole, or to the nations of

the stan­ 
dard of civilization

possesses; showing that the character 
of civilization in a n y nation, 
depends 
on the influence of the church and the 
school on the people of t h a t nation. He 
emphasized 
the 
partnership 
of the 
church and school in this great 
work, 
mentioning that it was the business of 
the church to furnish 
inspiration 
arid 
[of the school to furnish 
enlightenment, 
• showing from an appeal, to history that 
I t h e church, unguided by t h e enlighten- 
' m e n t w h i c h " t h e school gives, m a y re- 
i 
1 suit in unreasonable 
fanaticism, und 


principles furnished by the church, m a y 
result in scepticism a n d materialism; 
whilo t h o combination of the two re­ 
sult in tho highest t y p e of citizenship. 


S t r o n g emphasis w a s laid on tho fact 
t h a t 
the two institutions 
mentioned 
must set themselves tho task of m a k i n g 
citizens, a n d developing a)l the finest 
qualities included in good 
citizenship. 
A n u m b e r of these qunlities were men­ 
tioned, a n d our short-comings in re­ 
gard to some of them were pointed out. 
F o r instance, E u r o p e a n s have often re­ 
m a r k e d 
with 
amazement nt the lack 
of respect for 
law nnd 
authorities 
which Americans show, and especially 
the lack of respect for ago which our 
y o u n g people show. 
This comes as n 
somewhat 
n a t u r a l 
result 
from 
the 
change of government b y force, ns in 
the case of aristrocrncies, a n d the gov­ 
ernment of the people b y themselves, 
as in democracies. 
Inasmuch as author­ 
ity is becoming weaker a n d weaker as 
a governing force, the church nnd t h e 
school must combine, nnd use their ut­ 
most 
endonvor 
to substitute 
guiding 
principles, nnd cultivate self-control on 
the p a r t cf tho y o u n g poople that 
will 
koep them in the p a t h s t h a t lead to tho 
right kind of manhood a n d womanhood 
a n d to good citizenship. 


Miss E d w a r d s spoke very 
effectively 
in rogard to t h e importance of co-op­ 
eration of parents a n d touchers. Sho 
urged p a r e n t s t o visit t h e schools, to 
see for themselves w h a t is being done, 
a n d to lend encouragomont by showing 
a personal interest in tho children a n d 
w h a t t h e teachers are t r y i n g to do for 
them. 
She urgod p a r e n t s not form an 
adverse 
opinion on h e a r s a y 
evidence, 
whether it is t h e report of a child or 
of someone else. 
She said t h a t 
such 
a plan is almost certain to load to mis­ 
u n d e r s t a n d i n g s 
a n d u n f o r t u n a t e 
re­ 
sults. 
Tho importance of pnrents go­

directly to teachers a n d m a k i n g 
an investigation a n d g e t t i n g

Do motorists realize the danger of 
m i n g worn and weakened tires on the 
front wheels of their machines? 
This 
question was recently a*ked and pretty 
well answered by Mr. Claus Spreckles, 
secretary of the Savage "fire Company 
of San Diego, a few days ago. 


Mr. Spreckles has made a careful 
study of tire construction since his con­ 
nection with the Ravage Time Company. 
He has also had years of experience as 
a driver and user of automobiles, so 
his 
opinion 
should 
have 
considerable 
weight. 
The common 
practice is to 
place new tires on the rear wheels, then 
after they have gone a f e w thousand 
miles and begin to show signs of wear, 
to move them to the front .wheels. Al­ 
most without exception the newest and 
strongest tires are found on the- rear 
wheels of machines. 


Any motorist knows the danger of a 
blowout on the front'wheel of a car. 
Very little trouble is raised by a blow­ 
out on a rear wheel and there is practi- 
ally no danger at all from such an oc­ 
currence. 
Many cars have gone 
over 
embankments and the lives of mnny 
motorists and pedestrains 
have 
been 
jeopardized by the blowing out of tires 
on the front wheels of cars. I f a'car is 
being driven at any speed when such an 
accident occurs, the chances are that 
the driver will lose control of it and 
serious and frequently fatal 
accidents 
follow. 


Mr. Spreckles went on to say that it 
is well understood that motorists can 
obtain a little more mileage b y putting 
weakened tires on the front wheels of 
their cars, but that 
they are paying 
dearly for this mileage, when they con­ 
sider that they are flirting with serious 
d a n g e r ' b y 
following such a practice. 
His advice is to use the tires first on 
the front wheels until they show signs 
of wear, then transfer them to the rear 
wheels and have them finish their lives 
there, where, if they blow out, no serious 
trouble will be caused.

COVER CROPS AND 


GREEN MANURE CROPS 


(By Prof. R. S. Vaile, in California 
Cultivator.) 
The 
experiment 
station 
work 
al 
Biverside, together with much 
other 
data, indicates with striking clearness 
the necessity of maintaining the organ­ 
ic content of our orchard soils in South­ 
ern California. 
Equally plain is the 
fact 
that in the accomplishment of 
this the orchardist is met with no small 
problem. 


It has frequently been pointed out 
in these columns and elsewhere 
that 
by far the best yielding plats on the 
station property are those which for 
the past nine years have received stable 
manure and raw rock phosphate, ac­ 
companied by a heavy winter crop. In 
fact, the plats so treated are giving 
good 
commercial 
yields, 
comparing 
favorably with any orchard trees in 
the district. 
On the other hand, no 
matter how,much commercial fertilizer 
may have been used on other plats, 
the yield has hardly been sufficient to 
pay the expenses of a commercial or­ 
chard, except where the organic mater­ 
ial has been applied. 
At the present 
time, too, any purchaser would be will­ 
ing to offer a decided bonus for the 
appearanco of the trees on those plats 
compared to any of the others. 


It is instructive to note, however, 
that with all the addition of organic 
matter in the form of manure and 
cover crops, there has been no real in­ 
crease in the amount present as compar­ 
ed with virgin soil. In all other plats 
there has been a decrease, which in 
most cases has been marked. 
So that 
•while it is no easy matter to maintain 
the organic content, it ".is even more 
difficult to build it up after once it 
has been allowed to become deficient. 


Stable manure is not an unlimited 
quantity; it is an expensive commodity. 
Its substitutes in the main have the 
same points against them. If all grow­ 
ers should attempt to fertilize primar­ 
ily with this type of material there 
wpuld be no possibility of supplying 
the demand. 


The*series of conditions referred to 
above is brought about in large measure 
by the intense mono-culture of parts 
of Southern California. 
There is not 
a proper balance between general farm­ 


ing, 
animal industry and orcharding. 
If there were more dairying it would 
not be expodient to import large quan­ 
tities of buttermilk from Wisconsin to 
fatten milk fed poultry, as is being 
done Eat-present., Also there'would be 
TOor^inaniWavailable.- 
t 
... 
. 
• 
iEven semi-permanent agriculture the 
•world over it accompanied by groat 
efficiency In' the production, saving, and 
use of organic manures and usually by 
crop rotation. 
There are possibilities 
of increasing the production of such 
materials by-the use of land nearby 
orchards for the .production of alfalfa, 
bean straw, or similar material to be 
used either directly or as manuro on 
the orchards—and this will be done in 
increasing amounts. 
In the long run, 
however, such a practice will fail of 
its purpose for the land used for the 
production of manurial crops will itself 
, become impoverished if such crops are 
taken to other lands. 


Crop rotation including the inverting 
of a clover or similar crop, then, is one 
of the surest ways of providing or­ 
ganic matter. 
In orcharding a system 
of rotation can only be approximated. 
It may be approached, however, by the 
use of leguminous green manuro crops 
to be plowed under. I t is just this ap­ 
proach to a rational system of agri­ 
culture that has mado the difference 
between a mere existence and commer­ 
cial profit on the station plats which 
have had manuro and raw rock phos­ 
phate as compared to those which have 
had legume crops during the winter 
in addition to the above treatment. 


I t seems quite evident that tho le­ 
gumes furnish by far most favorable 
green manure crops. 
This is due not 
alone to their power of gathering nitro­ 
gen from the air, but also to tho higher 
•nitrogen content of the crop and, what 
is even more important, tho greater 
rapidity with which the nitrogen is 
converted into available nitrates. Stud­ 
ies of the experiment 
station 
field 
where different legumes have been pi w- 
ed under on certain plats and barley 
on othors show broad differences in 
this regard. In the case of barley there 
was an actual loss of nitrates after two 
weeks and only a very slight gain at 
six weeks. 
In fact the gain after 13 
weeks was still of cornpartively slight 
moment. 
On the other hand the le­ 
gumes, especially the 
melilotus 
and 
vetches, showed a remarkable gain in 
13 weeks, one-half of which was avail­ 
able two weeks after inverting. 


These determinations were borne out 
with 
peculiar 
clearness 
during the 
spring of 1915 by .observations in the 
San Fernado Mission district.. 
Several 
groves had been sown to melilotus in- 
dica with a nurse crop of barley or 


rye. 
In every case the cereal had 
crowded out the legume. 
Equally uni 
versally the groves assumed a yellow 
appearance after plowing, with an a<: 
companying small set of fruit. 
Adjoin 
ing groves, clean cultivated and manur­ 
ed appeared in perfect vigor. 
Nearby 
groves in which the melilotus had been 
planted alone and where good stands 
has been secured showed excellent con 
ditions, showing with much force that 
the cereal crops had been an actual 


injury, 
while the legume crops had 
paralleled the manuring in effect. 


Of the winter legume crops to plant 
for the present winter, the melilotus 
indica and the common or sativa vetch 
are the most generally to be preferred. 
The 1915-16 season saw not less than 
50,000 acres of orchard planted to mel­ 
ilotus alone. 
In the main its growth 
was very successful. 
One objection to 
it is that its fullest development is not 
reached until a later date in the spring 
than is most advantageous for plow­ 


ing. 
This is probably equally true of 
the common vetch. 
Purple vetch is 
better in this regard, and it is to be 
hoped that seed for this crop will be 
available within a few years. 
Melilotus 
will stand more trampling than any 
other tested crop, and so far it has the 
added advantage of being free 
from 
disease or insect attack. The common 
vetch is frequently seriously 
injured 
by aphis. On the other hand the mel­ 
ilotus, being an extremely small seeded 
crop, is difficult to start on very light 
soil. 


For certain conditions of sandy land, 
especially where water is not available 
every 10 to 14 days after 
planting, 
the Windsor or horse bean offers a very 
promising crop, decidedly worth trying. 
This plant is large seeded, thus insur­ 
ing a stand, and is also a rapid grower. 
In fact, if plantod before October 10, 
it should be ready to invert by Febru­ 
ary, 10. 
Unfortunately this crop will 
not stand trampling very well.nor will 
it contain quite as much nitrogen per 
acre as will the other mentioned. Not 
less than 100 pounds of seed per acre 
will be required. 


Mr. Orchardist, unless your conditions 
are very exceptional you cannot afford 
to have your orchard without a winter 
legume cover crop. 
Two 
important 
factors in the handling of such crops 
must, however, bo kopt constantly i.. 
mind. 
First, extra water, or a divided 
run to give more frequent applications, 
will almost surely be essential. 
Second, 
arrangements must be made to handle 
the inverting crop at the proper timo 
in relation to soil and tree conditions. 
This latter factor is of utmost impor­ 
tance, and tho-lack of attention to it 
has given corvercropping most of its 
adverse criticisms.

Competing with a field of twenty 
odd cars, representing in nearly every 
instance 
one of the most 
popular 
machines on the market today, each 
one of which was considerably higher 
priced' and possessing. much, 
greater! 
horse-power, the Maxwell entry in the, 
third annual Sociability Tour of the 
San Francisco bay district distinguish­ 
ed itself in a manner which easily made 
it the most conspicuous participant in 
the event. 


Routed over the most scenic section

not have entered the run had they 
known the true conditions. 


Approximately 800 miles were cover­ 
ed by the motorists that took part in 
the tour. The Maxwell car, driven by

in line. The tour lasted four days, tho 
Maxwell being the last to check out 
of the various controls each day, but 
the car was never tho last to come into 
a control at night.

trol of Scale 


Chief deputy 
Horticultural 
Oommis- 
Bloncr of LOB Angeles County Gives 
Methods of Elimination Evolved by 
Scientific Men and Investigators— 
rusgas Oood Theory Discredited. 


By RUHR L. JONES. 
• At this season of the year a great 
deal of speculation is involved in and 
., thought given to the problem of con­ 
trolling the various scale insects which 
infest so many of our citrua and other 
trees, and many 
plants 
throughout 
'Southern California, and, notwithstand­ 
i n g we have been fighting the scale for 
so many yearsVwith greater or less suc­ 
cess according to the means employed 
vand the thoroughness of its application, 
there i s still some diversity of opinion 
., and consequently of statement regard­ 
ing the best means to be employed for 
this purpose, and a person, one in par­ 
ticular who has had little experience in 
the. work, is often completely at a loss 
to know just what to do for the best 
care of his plant and tree growth. 


In addition to the conditions which 
have prevailed for many years, we seem 
to have had an especially puzzling prob­ 
lem during the past two or three yearn 
In the first place, many parties have 
begun the mixing and advertising of 
various proprietary preparations of se­ 
cret formulas and processes of manufac­ 
ture, which, they claim are better than 
. the standard insecticides already in use, 
although many of them have stood the 
test of many years' use. 
These com­ 
mercial men are sending their agents 
through, the infested districts and run­ 
ning large " a d s " in the newspapers, 
' particularly the agricultural 
papers, 
making 
very 
extravagant 
claims in 
some cases, and it is not a matter of 
surprise that some people are led to 
expect much better results from the use 
i of their mixtures than is warranted by 
the facts. 


Some of these people have evolved a 
new theory that the scale, instead of 
feeding upon the sap of the trees, lives 
upon a fungus which grows upon them, 


^ and every spray which contains a fun­ 
gicide, by destroying this fungus, de 
•'• prives 'the scale of its food and it 
starves to death. This theory, of course, 
would only appeal to the man who has 
' 
not given the matter careful investiga 
v.tion and is very'doubtful of conclusions 
. obtained - by scientific men who have. 
. 
thoroughly .investigated- it, as it is well 
- established'.that .non'i'.of our important 
•«e«a^|S^i^#l4|^^MSr' substance. 
• ; from the fungus growing upon a tree. 
Within the last' two or three years, 
'however,'certain parties have been in 
/"dustriously 
advocating and applying 
wherever they were allowed to do so 
certain alleged fungus cultures which 
-they claimed W^uld start a fungus dis 
ease in, on or about i the black scale 


to 
insects 
which 
would prove t fatal 
them, claiming thus to save the growth 
from injury and save the owner the 
expense of more well-tried treatments. 
However, this year this theory has been 
vpretty well exploded, and I know that 
few, if any, cases in which the fungus 
treatment will be arranged for, for the 
coming year. 


While we know that a fungus gTowth 
of this kind is naturally present in some 
citrus districts, which, does help mater 
ially in the control of the scale, ws 
have never known of a case where this 
fungus was propagated and introduced 
in new districts with any degree of cer 
tainty or with effects that could be de 
pended upon to control the scale. In 


• these conclusions we are fully sustained 
by the best authorities on the staff con 
nected with our state university and its 
experiment stations. 
• Another condition of the scale which 
has manifested 
itself within the last 
two or three years, has added to the 
confusion of ideas in regard to its 
treatment. 
In portions of Riverside 
and Los Angeles 
counties, the best 
modes of treatment have seemed to bo 
inefficient to a certain extent; and the 
citrus experiment station of the univer­ 
sity has decided after a thorough in­ 
vestigation, that there is a strong possi­ 
bility that a train of the insects has 
" gradually developed, which is immune 
to the treatments. 
Tn Riverside this 
tendency has been shown by red scale, 
while in Los Angeles, it has been the 
black, 
Of course, in treating the scale, 
some of them are not so easily affected 
as others. These might escape the fatal 
effeets of the treatment, and their pro­ 
geny would bo more or less likely to in­ 
herit this tendency of the parent, and a 
Strain or'line of breeding would be es­ 
tablished which would have this char­ 
acteristic. 
This of course is only a 
theory, and may be- disproved at any 
time, or, on the other hand, evidence of 
its correctness may be developed; but 
we do know that in some sections the 
best approved treatment does not seem 
to be os efficient as in former years. 


In treating scale scientifically, inves­ 
tigators, the best and most 
successful 
growers and the horticultural commi*- 
• si on erg are pretty will agreed as to the 
best methods. In the first place, the 
scale insects in the younger atageH i.-f 
their growth are not very difficult to 
kill, though when they near maturity 
and the shell becomes quite hard and 
adheres closely to the tree, gucc.eesful 


treatment is much more difficult. We 
treat the black scale during the autumn 
and early winter months because it is 
the time when we find them nearly all 
in the stage of growth which is most 
susceptible to treatment, and then sev­ 
eral preparations in the form of sprays 
as well as fumigation will kill them if 
the active agent reaches the scalo in­ 
sect. 


In the case of all young trees up to 
two or three years of age which are 
still quite open and with comparatively 
little foliage on them, any careful man 
cat; still apply a spray which will not 
injure the tree; but which will still be 
effective to make an excellent killing 
of the scale; but as citruB trees grow 
older, they never lose their leaves to 
an appreciable extent and no one with 
any ordinary appliance ever sprayed a 
thick citrus tree so that nil parts of 
every leaf and every twig or other part 
of the tree was reached by the spray. 
This is the weak point of spraying. In 
other words, it is impossible to make on 
any tree, such ns noteer-at/ove, an appli­ 
cation of spray which will reach all 
of the scale. 


On the other hand, the poisonous gas 
generated in fumigation does surround 
and infest every part of the tree, and 
the only problem is to make the gas of 
the right srength to kill the insects 
without injury fro the tree and to keep 
it about the tree a sufficient time, to 
produce the desired results. 


In either case, the thoroughness, care 
and knowledge with which the work is 
done is a very important element in its 
efficiency; but a thoroughly 
efficient 
man can make fumigation very much 
more uniformnlly effective without in­ 
jury to the tree than a man enn do 
with sprays, speaking, of course, of cit­ 
rus trees with full, dense foliage. 


As to the expense, good 
fumigation 
will cost somewhat less than double the 
expense of a thorough spray, and I am 
well supported in the opinion that one 
good fumigation.is much more efficient 
in making a clean, healthy, productive 
orchard than two sprays can be. Some 
sprays have an injurious effect 
upon 
the tree which Bhows after a time, even 
though nothing of the sort is noted at 
first, and the appearance of the tree 
immediately 
after 
spraying is some­ 
times somewhat better than after fum­ 
igation, as the spray will dissolve and 
wash off to some extent the smutty de­ 
posit on the leaves which is' the result 
of some scale infestation; 
while the 
fumigation 
does not have this 
effect 
but,kills the scale and stops the depo 
sit of the honey-idew and resulting 
smut, which comes off within a com 
paratiyely short time. 
; Of;- cQuTse,. tb,e • first ,.plan, which was 
evolved for the control of^scalo was by 
spraying, and it:.was persistently/push­ 
ed for several years with very discour­ 
aging results until fumigation was per­ 
fected and adopted, and the little Aus 
tralian lady-bird got in its work on the 
white scale. 
Since then, owing to the 
.expense of fumigation, its occasional 
failure to satisfy the grower owing to 
inefficient 
application, and sometimes 
to causes which we can hardly deter­ 
mine, there have been 
constant at­ 
tempts in greater or less extent, to re 
turn to the old spraying methods and 
get good results. I believe that within 
three years every man who has made 
these attempts in a badly infested dis 


NEW LARGE-SIZE AVOCADO 


DISCOVERED AT TUSTIN. 


On account of the attention 
being 
given to avocado (or ahuacate) culture 
in this section, it will be of interest to 
the local growers to know of the new 
seedling variety discovered by A. It. 
Ridcout of Whittier, on the W. R. Bart- 
ley ranch near Tustin. The new var­ 
iety will be known as the Ba'rtley, nnd 
t is proposed to secure a lot of grafts 
immediately. 


The remarkable thing about the tree 
is that the fruits will average two 
pounds each. 
This year the tree ma­ 
tured thirty-two fruits. This makes lU 
pounds. That the tree will later be a 
heavy bearer is believed by Mr. Ride- 
out. 
He cites that the well known 
Sharpless tree bore twenty-four 
fruits 
at eleven years of age, and this year, 
at the age of fourteen years it hns 700 
fruits. The Bartlcy avocado is of the 
thick skin variety, of fine flavor, small 
seed, and when ripe is of a slipjitly 
purplish green. The tree has a long 
bearing season, the fruits beginning to 
ripen in the spring nnd continuing un­ 
til September. At the present time the 
Bnrtley tree is about twenty-five 
feet 
high nnd has an ulmost equal spread. 
It is hard at this time to conjecture the 
real value of this new find. The fact 
that tho fruit is of such n largo size 
wjll undoubtedly make it a valuable 
commercial variety, especially so for 
hotel use and for shipping. The variety 
is also desirable for a yard tree.

As to the proprietary sprays, whose 
makers will not give any adequate in 
formation regarding their formulas, nor 
guarantee good results from their use 
and which cost moTC than good efficient 
spray mixtures, which have been the 
standard for years, we are fully sup 
ported by the chemist of the state 
university in advising against their use 
in general, as we believe better and 
cheaper results can be obtained from 
tho well known 
formulas, and they 
open the door for serious defrauding of 
the people through largo prices being 
charged for.an inferior article, tho we 
do not make the charge that all such 
oxploitors of proprietary 
sprays are 
thus defrauding the public with whom 
they deal.
